Council Scrutinizes Expenditure 
Proposals, Organization Requests

i:xpenditures in the Recreation 
and Parks account, which com- 
prises 23 percent of the total city 
operating budget, would increase 
roughly 2.5 percent over the cur- 
rent budget, to $3.0 million under 
the fiscal year 1997 (FY97) bud- 
get proposed by City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs. Major accounts 
include the Aquatic and Fitness 
center ($713,800), Community 
Center ($465,600), administration 
($358,700), Youth Center 
($208,200) and Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center ($179,600). 
Total recreation staffing would re- 
main at current levels... The 
Greenbelt City Council discussed 
recreation spending at an April 25 
worksession (parks expenditures 
($713,100) are handled by the 
Public Works Department and 
were, discussed. in a previous 
worksession. ) 

Although accounting for just 
15.5 percent of recreation and 
parks expenditures, the commu- 
nity center was again a major fo- 
cus of discussion. The City staff 
now projects that Community 
Center revenues will cover 53 
percent of center related ex- 
penditures. 


Not all of this is new money, 
however. Because many of the 
classes previously held in the 
Youth Center and elsewhere are 


now being held in the Commu- ° 


nity Center, those revenues are 
now assigned to the Community 
Center. Revenues for “self sup- 
porting programs,” which includes 
these classes, are projected to de- 
crease 9.5 percent from the cur- 
rent year’s budget (16.3 percent 
from estimated revenues) due to 
this shift. Since the fees from 
the self- supporting programs ex- 
ceed costs by roughly 30 percent, 
this shift has helped boost the 
revenue performance of the com- 
munity center. On the other 
hand, recreation officials note that 
shifting programs to the Commu- 
nity Center has allowed expan- 
sion of some programs, such as. 
the summer camps and senior 
programming. 

Council member Thomas 
White questioned this accounting. 
City Treasurer Michael 
McLaughlin explained that the 


City had identified the Commu- 
nity Center and the Aquatics and. 


Fitness Center as “cost centers.” 
Under this concept, all revenues 
from events held in either of 


these facilities is attributed to that 
facility. The recreation centers 
(Youth Center and Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center) are not 
defined as cost centers. The 
Aquatics and Fitness Center is 
expected to generate revenues 
equivalent to 87 percent of ex- 
penditures. 

Community Center Uses 

Although not primarily a bud- 
get issue, usage of the Commu- 
nity Center emerged as a major 
topic at both this worksession and 
the previous, night’s discussions 
with the recognized “contribution 
groups.” A separate worksession 
was held on May 9 to discuss the 
issue further. 

Council is now facing the 
need to decide among conflicting 
demands for the Community Cen- 
ter. To what extent should the 
City concentrate on rentals and 
other revenue generating activities 
to cover the costs of thé facility 
and to what extent should it re- 
serve space for free use by com- 
munity groups? At the April 24 
worksession, the Greenbelt Writ- 


ers Group asked to use the Mul- 


tipurpose Room to establish a 
Writing Center. The group

BARC Master Plan Doubles Traffic, 


Still Includes Large Office Park

The mission of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) stated. in the proposed 
20-year master plan is to “de- 
velop the knowledge and technol- 
ogy needed to solve agricultural 
problems of broad scope and high 
national priority.” This mission is 
carried out on a 6600-acre facility 
that lies along Greenbelt’s north- 
ern boundary. The portion of 
BARC dedicated to agricultural 
research is organized into five 
farms on which are located the 
agricultural research center, three 
institutes, 30 tenant homes and 
several facilities dedicated to field 
research, 

Celia Wilson, Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment in Greenbelt, presented 
highlights of the plan to APB. 
She praised the plan’s mission 
and raised seVeral issues of sig- 
nificance to the City of Greenbelt. 
Four of the issues she raised for 
discussion were: that the plan as- 
sumes the presence of a still-to-be 
built 1500-employee Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) Office 
Park; that it designates a develop- 
ment corridor along Powder Mill 
Road; that it will implement an 
agricultural buffer zone around 
the perimeter of the research cen- 
ler; and, that there is lacking an 
overall plan for federal facilities 
in the area and, therefore, this 
plan is limited in its ability to ad- 
equately chart a course for BARC 


over the next 20 years. 


USDA Office Park 


The BARC Master Plan is: 


written with the presumption that 
the USDA Office Park will be 
built, although final action on the 
proposal has not been taken yet. 
According to the master plan 
there will be 3,151 employees at 
BARC. of which 1,500 will work 
at the USDA Office Park. There- 
fore, this facility would nearly 
double the employment at the 
site. 

The Office Park is shown as 


existing north of the Beltway and_ 


west of Edmonston Road. Dou- 
bling the employment in this lo- 
cation will increase the traffic 
along Edmonston. Even though 
the office park itself will not 
touch any of BARC’s wetlands, 
the foreseeable widening of 
Edmonston to accommodate in- 
creased traffic flow will destroy 
wetlands. This eventuality con- 
flicts with the stated goals and 
objectives of BARC’s master plan 
to protect existing wetlands. 
Apart from the USDA Office 
Park, a “development corridor” 
along Powder Mill Road will be 
the desired location for new 
building activity. The only build- 
ing project currently proposed for 
this corridor is the 42,000 square 
foot Beltsville Human Nutrition 
Resource Center. Other building, 
projects will be located in the 


corridor as current buildings, 








1930's, get replaced by newer fa- 
cilities. This part of the plan will 
be realized slowly over the 
course of capital building im- 
provement cycles and will pro- 
vide a strategy for future devel- 
opment. -The objective of con- 
solidating facilities along the de- 
velopment corndor, according to 
the plan, “is to relocate perimeter 
building clusters into the Devel- 
opment Corridor ‘spine’ of activ- 
ity that occurs along Powder Mill 
Road. By utilizing Powder Mill 
Road as the spine for the future 
development, security and control 
are improved and the physical re- 
lationships of building clusters 

optimize functional efficiency.”

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Judges, County Question 
Bike Lanes on Cherrywood 


On the agenda for the regu- 
lar city council meeting on 
Monday, June 13 is a consider- 
ation of design options for 
Cherrywood Lane. Following a 
petition by the Greenbelt Bi- 
cycle Coalition, the city’s Advi- 
sory Planning Board had en- 
dorsed their proposal to install 
two bicycle lanes and a median 
strip on Cherrywood between 
Breezewood and Kenilworth 
Ave. 

In the meantime, the city has 
received responses concerning 
this proposal from both U.S. 
District Judge Alexander Will- 
iams, Jr. and Betty Hager 
Francis, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and 
Transportation for the Prince 
George’s County Government. 


Judge Williams, who plans’ 
to attend the council meeting, 


wrote on behalf of his fellow 
judges, urging that “consider- 


ation of the proposed changes - 


to the roadway be made only 
after more fully examining the 
repercussions such changes will 
have on the surrounding com- 
munity.” -He particularly re- 


quested “that (1) a more de- 


tailed study of the intersection 
and traffic patterns on and 
around Cherrywood Lane, in- 
cluding Edmonston Road and 
Greenbelt Road, be accom- 
plished, (ii) a closer examina- 
tion of the impact these 
changes will have in view of 
projected growth of the 
Greenbelt Federal Courthouse 
and the surrounding area be ac- 
complished, and (iii) actual no- 
tice be provided to and input 
solicited from all of the users 


and residents of Cherrywood 
Lane concerning the impact the 
changes will have on them and 
their use of the roadway.” 

In Francis’s reply, she called * 
attention to the planning pre- 
ceding the 1990 construction of 
the roadway “to accommodate 
existing traffic, traffic to be 


generated by the Greenbelt 


Metro station, and traffic to be 
generated by development in 
the area. The construction of 
four travel lanes for through 
traffic and left turn lanes at in- 
tersections was. necessary,” she 
added, “to accommodate the 20 
year traffic projection of 26,000 
vehicles per day. Although vol- 
umes have not reached that 
level at this time, future .devel- 
opment in the area will justify - 
the need for four travel lanes.” 

“It 1s our opinion that the in- 
formation presented in the Ad- 
visory Planning Board’s Report 
96-02 is inadequate to support a 
decision to reduce the number 
of through traffic lanes from 
four to two,” the letter contin- 
ues. “Aspects such as projected 
traffic volumes, the accident 
history (to determine existing 


Safety problems), available gaps 


for pedestrian crossings and pe- 
destrian volume counts (to de- 
‘termine the difficulty pedestri- 
ans have in crossing the road- 
way), bicycle volumes, and eco- 
nomic analyses must be investi- 
gated and carefully considered 
prior to such a determination. 
These aspects are not discussed 
in the report. We are asking 
that serious consideration be 
given to options which maintain 
.four lanes of travel.”

+ “Eleanor” so often. 
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Forgetting Eleanor in ERHS 


(Thits editorial 1s reprinted from the January 2, 1996, Raider 
Review of Eleanor Roosevelt High School.) 

\{s. Catherine Duff, an Eleanor Roosevelt chemistry teacher, 
glared at the student, with a look of slight shock and uritation. 
“No,” she said, glancing at the picture of Eleanor Roosevelt hang- 
ing by her classroom door. “That most certainly is not my 
nrother.”: 

Perhaps the chemistry student inquiring about Duff’s pteture 
knows a great deal less than the average ERHS student. However, 
many people in this school and greater community have forgotten 
the important role Eleanor Roosevelt played in the formation of 
Greenbelt. | 

Many prominent members of the Greenbelt community, such a 
Elaine Skolnik, news editor of the Greenbelt News Review, and 
Murie} Weidenfeld, wife of past mayor Gil Weidenfeld, are dis- 
turbed by the current lack of appreciation for the woman they 
worked so hard to have this school named after. 

“Among other things;” says Eileen Peterson, a long time 
Greenbelt resident,”"the cheerleading uniforms say ‘Roosevelt,’ not 
‘Eleanor Roosevelt’ or even ‘ERHS.’” Many also point out that 
the school is referred to as just ‘Roosevelt’ in the newspapers. “It 
may seem like a small matter to some, but to many of us who had 
io fizht for the name, it’s disheartening,” she adds. : 

Twenty years ago, what would become Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School was to be named ‘Franklin D. Roosevelt’ (FDR) after the 
United States’ 32nd president. However, on January 8, 1976, the 
Prince George’s County Board of Education opted to change the 
name because Eleanor Roosevelt “took a personal interest in 
Greenbelt,” says Peterson. 

Greenbelt-was one of three cities built in 1937 by the govern- 
ment as. affordable housing during the Depression. “A common 


af ; 


fallacy is that the idea for the ‘green towns’ was President 


Franklin Roosévelt’s,” notes Peterson, “when, in truth, it was 
Eleanor’s.” 


The School Board’s 5 to 2 vote in favor of the name .change 


was also prompted by the fact that in 1976, only. five out of 242 
Prince George’s County Schools were named after a woman. 

Ilowever, the most influential factor in changing the school’s 
name from’FDR” to “Eleanor Roosevelt” was the overwhelming 
response from the public. Local papers were flooded with letters 
from current and former residents of Greenbelt. To these citizens, 
the current apathy is appalling. 

ERHS's students, however, don’t worry too much about the 
negligence. James Brostor, a junior, admits, “I. guess it is a little 
thoughtless. I really don’t know very much about Eleanor 


Roosevelt. I didn’t even know that originally the school wasn't 
named for her.” 


Lisa Krebs adds,” I guess I feel a little bad now, knowing that 


those people vorked hard for our school’s name.” 


Like many students, Krebs feels “it’s simple” to abandon 
“We're all just too lazy to say ‘Eleanor 
Roosevelt’ all the time. I don’t think that it is really disrespect- 
ful or anything. It does seem wrong to leave ‘Eleanor’ out of the 
uniforms though.” 
The reasons for our remembering Eleanor Roosevelt are many. 


_ There are few women who worked so passionately and effectively 


as an advocate for human rights both here and abroad. And there 
are none who have taken a more passionate interest in Greenbelt 
than Eleanor Roosevelt. 

The values she espoused, her belief in the transforming power 
of education, her conviction that the cultural, religious, and racial 
diversity of this country was not only a cause for celebration but 
also the source of its strength - all of these are reasons for re- 


— membcring her.

would like exclusive use of 
the room 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. two 
days per week (except during 
summer camp sessions when 


an alternate room is requested 


once per week), and from 6 
to 10 p.m. every Wednesday 
and one Friday per month. In 
addition, the group would like 
to use a room in the center 
every Sunday from 6 to 10 
p.m. 

The group has volunteered 
to provide furniture and is 
trying to obtain a donation of 
computers, monitors and 
printers. If successful, these 
machines would be installed 
in the Media Room of the 
Community Center, where 
they would be shared with 
other community groups. 

While this usage is consis- 
tent with the expressed desire 
of council to support the liter- 
ary arts in the Community 
Center, Hobbs pointed out 


that the multipurpose room is_ 


a major source of the Center’s 
rental income. In addition to 
the lost rentals during the 
lime requested by the group, 
the furnishings desired by the 
group for the Media Room 
would limit usage of the rela- 
tively small room, according 
to Recreation Director Hank 
Irving. He noted that the 
eroup had rejected his offer 
of space in the Youth Center 
on the grounds that they 
wanted to be located near 
other artists. 

At the April 25 worksession, 
a different angle on the. usage 
issue was featured. Nancy De- 
Platchett sought additional arts 
equipment (such as easels, a 
press for printmaking) to facili- 
tate more drop in activities. 


She started a lively discussion 


with her statement that “there 
is nothing for kids to do in that 
building.” The gym is rented 
“all the-time,” she said, and 
when young people walk into 
the building, there are few 
activities that they can simply 
drop into. 

Dorothy Sucher had a 
different view of what was 
necded. She said that young 
people need space to do 
things, such as practicing in a 
rock group, that they cannot 
do in an apartment. Irving 
noted that some more casual 
activities are occurring with- 
out City sponsorship, such as 
reading/homework in the caf- 
eleria after. school. Hobbs 
pointed out that the Youth 
Center, located nearby, pro- 
vides a variety of drop-in 
activities.Barbara Simon re- 
ported that, the Greenbclt Arts 
Coalition has begun a drop-in 
after-school program at the 
Community Center. 

Back to the Budget 

The budget document 
identifies several “unmet

including funds to 
outfit the dark room and com- 
puter equipment for the media

While Hobbs ndted over 
$16,000 is budgeted for repair 
and maintenance of the build- 
ing, so problems will be taken 
care of, the staff would like 
to have maintenance contracts 
for the elevator and floors.

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percent estimated ‘for this year 
(better than the 84 percent an- 
ticipated in the current year's 
budget). 

Maintenance costs for the 
facility continue to be higher 
than staff would like. How- 
ever, the budget notes indicate 
that it is unlikely that they 
will decrease as was previ- 
ously expected. An additional 
cost surfaced during the 
worksession. The pool deck 
at the far end of the pool has 
been undermined by leaking 
joints in the pipes below the 
deck. The City had been 
investigating legal remedies to 
recover the cost of these ré- 
pairs; however, the City So- 
licitor has now recommended 
that the City pay the esti- 
mated $12,000 to fix the 
problem and replace the deck 
since the litigation costs 
would likely exceed the cost 
of the repair. 

Other Items 

Under the self-supporting 
programs account, the City 
plans to seek corporate spon- 
sorships to help defray the 
costs of sports leagues and 
tournaments. Hobbs said that 
the department would not seek 
sponsorships from alcohol or 
tobacco companies. 

Contribution Groups 

The City Council has recog- 
nized a number of groups as 
official “contribution groups” 
eligible to receive City funds 
and to use City meeting rooms 
free of charge. It has been 
Council’s recent practice to 
fund these groups at the level 
requested by the group (see 
box). 
Recreation Advisory Board, 


-which reviews ‘the requests of 


non-arts related groups, recom- 
mended that the funds re- 
quested by one group, the 
Greenbelt Intergenerational 
Volunteer Exchange Service, 
which requested $500 for 
distribution of a member news- 
letter, not be granted. The 
board felt that funds for this 
purpose should be raised by 
the group. 

Given the tight budget, the 
City staff discouraged in- 
creases in groups requests. 
Several groups reduced their 
requests somewhat from past 
years, including the Double 
Dutch League (by. $500), and 
the Greenbelt Concert Band 
(by. $200). The Greenbelt Arts 
Center increased its request by 
$500, the Boys and Girls Club 
by $800 and a new group, the 
Greenbelt Writers Group re- 
quested $100. All told, the re- 








This year the Park and | 


quests for the current year to- 
tal $55,200, up from $54,000 
last year. Hobbs told Council 
that he only provided $54,000 
in the budget, leaving Council 
to either cut the requested 
amounts or find additional 
funds. 

The Labor Day Festival 
Committee, which requests City 
“in-kind services,” mainly of 
police and public works depart- 
ment labor, not a cash grant, 
offered to purchase 100 chairs 
and 25 tables for the Commu- 
nity Center, provided they 
could have exclusive use of 
them during the Festival. The 
councilmembers were both 
agreeable and appreciative, and 
fully accepted the committee’s 


view of this offer as benefiting 


both the City and the festival.

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Gilbert Suit Names City 


A law suit has been filed in 
the Circuit Court for Prince 
George’s County against Prince 
George’s County. and 23 of its 
police officers seeking compen- 
satory and punitive damages on 
behalf of Jeffery Gilbert. Be- 
sides Gilbert, his girlfriend, 
Anita Van Bens, and his mother 
and step-father, Martha and 
Robert Green are complainants 
in the lawsuit. Also named as 
defendants are three Greenbelt 
police officers and the City of 
Greenbelt. Because of the alle- 
gations of violation of the U.S. 
Constitution, the matter has 
been transferred to the Federal 
District Court in Greenbelt. 

Gilbert was arrested on April 
28, 1995 in a Springhill Lake 
apartment in Greenbelt in con- 
nection with the shooting and 
killing of County Police Ser- 
geant John Novabilski on April 
26. It was later determined that 
Ralph McLean, who allegedly 
killed himself after killing an 


FBI agent at Greenbelt Middle 


School and being chased by po- 
lice to the rear of the Beltway 
Plaza on May 29, 1995, had 
killed Novabilski. During 
Gilbert’s arrest, he suffered ex- 
tensive bruises and other inju- 
ries to his face and body. 


Gilbert Allegations 
The suit alleges that the T-70 
police special operations squad, 
after obtaining an arrest warrant 


for Gilbert and a search warrant 
for his girl friend’s Greenbelt 
apartment, broke the apartment 
door down at 1:30 a.m. while 
the two were asleep and “with- 
out provocation or judgement 
immediately began to strike, 
beat, kick and stomp Gilbert 
about his face, head, back, 
chest, stomach, groin and legs.” 


The suit contends that Gilbert | 


was unarmed and did not resist 
arrest. The suit further alleges 
that other county officers. either 
struck or failed to intervene 
when officers struck Gilbert 
while he was handcuffed and 
unable to resist arrest after he 
had been removed from the 
apartment and placed in a po- 
lice vehicle and after he was 
taken to the Criminal Intelli- 
gence Division (CID) headquar- 
ters at the Landover county po- 
lice station. It was not until 
3:51 a.m. that Gilbert was taken 
to a hospital where he was 
treated for multiple injuries and 
hospitalized for four days, ac- 
cording to the allegations of the 
suit. 


Van Bens Allegations 

The suit also alleges that 
county police forcibly placed 
Van Bens on. the floor and an 
officer placed his foot on her 
back to hold her down. She 
was then ordered to run from 
the apartment although she was 
half naked. She ae ac-

At that 
time she was provided clothing 
by the Greenbelt police that did 
not adequately cover her. Two 
officers transported her to the 
county CID, where, according 
to the lawsuit, one Greenbelt 
police officer “walked [her] 
through several rooms, deliber- 
ately exposing her to public 
view of several police officers 
and employees.” She was held 
in custody for several hours, 
the lawsuit states. 


The third Greenbelt officer, a 


sergeant, is brought into the 
suit for directing city police not 
to respond to a report from a 
citizen that a violent crime was 
being committed in Van Bens’ 
apartment and that a person or 
persons were being assaulted. 
The lawsuit alleges that the ser- 
geant knew that Gilbert “was 
being beaten at the time by 
Prince George’s police offic- 
erg:

Greenbelt Involvement 

According to a spokesperson 
for the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment, Greenbelt police were 
first aware of the action to ar- 
rest Gilbert when county police 
flagged down a Greenbelt 
cruiser and asked it to deploy 
in the area. The Greenbelt po- 
lice are always available to as- 
sist the county police when re- 
quested. At the request of the 
county police, a cruiser did take 
Van Bens to the Landover Sta- 
tion. The police state that she 
was wearing a night shirt that 
covered her to her knees and 
that the Greenbelt police of-

police sergeant did direct other 
units not to respond to the citi- 
zen complaint because it in- 
volved a county police action. 
At no time did Greenbelt offic- 
ers enter Van Bens’ apartment. 

The lawsuit, as it relates to 
Greenbelt, has been referred to 


its insurance carrier, the Local 


Government Insurance Trust, 
where it is expected to be 
handled by the company's law- 
yers with City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi following the matter 
closely.

Budget, Stadiums Top Issues Decided at 1995 Session

The 90 day session of the 
Maryland state legislature is 
over. Here are some of the 
highlights of the 1996 session. 
While close to 3,000 bills were 
introduced, the legislature fo- 
cused considerable attention on 
Maryland's budget. Federal 
cuts have dealt a serious blow 
to funding needed services. As 
a member of the House 
Appropriations Committee I had 
a part in approving the $14.6 
Billion budget with the smallest 
increase in Maryland’s history, 
$100 million. below the limit 
set by our spending 
affordability committee. For 
the first time in 50 years, the 
operating budget has been re- 
duced, allowing for growth only 
in public education and public 
safety and holding all other 
state agencies flat. 

Breast Cancer , 

A constituent and breast can- 
cer survivor asked me this year 
to introduce breast cancer legis- 
lation, House Bill 119, Health 
Insurance - Reconstructive 
Breast Surgery - Coverage, 
which requires that insurers, 
nonprofit health plans and 
Health Maintenance organiza- 
tions provide insurance cover- 
age “on one or both breasts to 
reestablish symmetry between 
the two breasts.” H.B. 119 adds 
to the list of successful breast 
cancer legislation. 

Medicaid recipients will be 
shifted into HMOs emphasizing 
preventive care rather than more 
expensive emergency solutions. 
The move will save the state 
millions of dollars. 

The legislature. also.sent a 


strong message to insurers and 


HMOs in Maryland with the in- 
troduction of bills to prohibit 
providers from reimbursing a 
health care provider in any 
amount less than the negotiated 
rate or prohibiting them from 
discussing health coverage or 
treatment options with a patient. 
In addition a task force to estab- 
lish patient-provider appeal and 
grievance mechanisms was es- 
tablished. 
Stadiums 

Never before has a state lep- 
islature had to deal in one year 
with proposals to approve two 
football stadiums. It was a 


most difficult and divisive is- 
sue. Maryland credibility in 
contract integrity was on the 
line because the parameters of 
the NFL deal were enacted 
back in 1987. Despite contro- 
versy we were able to reduce 
the amount of public money put 
in the Baltimore Football Sta- 
dium by $24 million. We were 
also successful in capping the 
total revenue the team owner 
can raise from personal seat li- 
censes. We ultimately reduced 
the state’s obligation by $39 
million from the original propos- 
als. The Redskin’s deal was re- 
structured to reduce the level of 
state funding. Supporters of the 
stadiums insist they are a 
needed investment in Maryland’s 
jobs and communities to pro- 
mote growth and tax revenue. 
Victims of domestic violence 
will no longer be denied health 
insurance on that basis. A con- 
sumer protection clause labels 
as an unfair practice the dis- 
crimination against enrollees in 
health insurance programs 
based on gender, age, race, re- 
ligion, national origin or mem- 
bers protected under the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 
With the shocking news of 
industry manipulation of nico- 
tine levels of cigarettes, restrict- 
ing the sale of tobacco-to mi- 
nors was a top: legislative prior- 
ity of mine this session. With 
the help of the American Cancer 
Society I sponsored two bills. to 


restrict the sale of tobacco to - 


minors. through vending ma- 
chines. Those bills failed in 
committee. I am now working 
for a gubernatorial veto of 
House Bill 331 which makes it 
legal.to put tobacco vending 
machines almost anywhere, 
making it easier for children to 
get cigarettes. 
Education 

The legislature appropriated 
$107 million for public school 
construction and renovation, the 
largest amount in two decad@s. 
We increased the operational 
funds for public schools by 5% 
in a session where. no state 
agencies received a funding in- 


_ crease. Higher education appro- 


priations were increased by 3% 
and $100 million earmarked for 
higher education construction. 
A new formula for community 
college funding was established

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Saostiite state aid by $8 million 
and providing $20 million for 
community college construction. 
Library funding jumped by one 
dollar per county resident to a 
total increase of $2.1 million. 
In addition, Prince George’s 
County was the only Jjurisdic- 
tion to receive an additional $2 
million grant to keep all our li- 
raries open. 

A fund has been established 
to-provide cash incentives to 
public schools showing the 
greatest academic improvement. 
A bill was passed to require 
public schools to offer addi- 
tional academic and occupa- 
tional courses, career develop- 
ment and work experience and 
to integrate academic and occu- 
pational competence as the stu- 
dent moves into a new century. 
We also established a task force 
to establish public school 
choice and another task force to 
study setting up a Maryland 
prepaid tuition-savings program. 

For a county government ex- 
periencing severe fiscal con- 
straints, the General Assembly 
gave it the right to request a 
limited waiver from the State 
Board of Education to allow the 
trimming of school spending 
without being penalized with 
the loss of state matching 
funds. We passed legislation 
that established a statewide 
code of conduct and puts more 
contro! in the hands of teachers 
and principals to remove dis- 
ruptive students. The intent is 
to create a school atmosphere 
that promotes learning. 

The State of Maryland’s 
80,000 welfare families will be 
required to work at commanity 
service jobs, if they do not find 
work within two years. Wel- 
fare offices would have the 
flexibility of customizing pro- 
grams. This welfare reform 
measure hopes to turn welfare 





into self sufficiency. 
Gun Control 

As the United States House 
of Representatives was repeal- 
ing a-ban on assault weapons, I 
proudly cosponsored the Gover- 
nor’s “Gun Violence Act,” 
which makes it harder for 
criminals to have access ‘to 
guns. By limited purchases to 
one gun a month and prohibit- 
ing “straw purchases” (buying a 
gun on some one else’s behalf, 
usually done by a felon to 
avoid getting caught during a 
background check), we contin- 
ued the effort to stop prolifera- 
tion of deadly weapons on 
Maryland’s streets. 

The Public Safety Finance 
Reform Act increased the 
amount of supplemental grants 
made by the state to our subdi- 
visions for police and crime 
control. At parole hearings vic- 


tims and individuals will be_ 


able to submit oral or written 
statements. Maryland continues 
to lead the nation in protecting 
the rights of victims of crime. 
Another high profile issue this 
year was casino gambling, which 
found support in many areas of the 
State. After the establishment of a 
1995 Task Force on Legalized 
Gambling, both the Governor and 
the Task Force announced their 
opposition to bringing casinos to 
Maryland. Gambling advocates 
countered with a proposal to bring 
slot machines to horse racing 
tracks. Delaware had started such 
an operation and reports were that 


._Maryland’s industry was suffering. 


But I am sure the issue will be re- 
considered in 1997. 
Environment 

We were happy to report two 
victories for environmentalists. 
One was expansion of the State 
Wildlands Designation to in- 
clude 20,000 additional acres of 
protected land. The death of 
House Bills 4 and 110, which

would have restricted Maryland 
from adopting stricter regula- 
tions than the Federal Govern- 
ment, were victories forthe en- 


vironment. 


A big win for the environ- 
ment in our area was the pas- 
sage of the Belt Woods Home 
Farm Bill. Through work on 
the House Appropriations 
Committee, I was able to de- 
liver the committee votes 
needed to ensure $500,000 
through State bond proceeds as 
a grant to the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Western Shore Con- 
servancy. The, money will 
match other state and private 
funds to acquire 515 acres of 
the Belt Woods to maintain the 
land as a last old growth hard- 
wood forest on the Eastern 
Coastal Plain and crucial habi- 
tat to over 50 species of migra-: 
tory songbirds. 

The session may be over but 
the job is far from done. In 
the coming month I will be 
meeting with my committee, at- 
tending public hearings, task 
forces of which I am a mem- 
ber, keeping up on major is- 
sues, attending community 
meetings and handling constitu- 
ent requests.

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BARC PLANS

building clusters optimize 
functional efficrency.” 

Other improvements along 
the corridor include resurfacing 
Powder Mill Road and other in- 
frastructure upgrades. 


Buffer Zone 

Around the perimeter of 
BARC, the plan calls for a wide 
agricultural buffer zone, to insu- 
late BARC and form a “clear 
dclincation between BARC 
lands: and private property.” 
This buffer zone will minimize 
the potential for conflicting land 
uses between BARC and adja- 
cumt property. Like the devel- 
opment. corridor, it will come 
about gradually as land uses are 
shifted and parcels are recom- 
bined to come into compliance 
with the master plan. 

The major weakness of this 
plan, according to Wilson, 1s 
lack of a coordinated federal 
plan for the area. She points to 
federal facilities near BARC 
which are planning for expan- 
sion that will increase traffic. 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
‘and the US Secret Service 
Training Facility are examples 
of this. Although the plan men- 
tions these issues, there is no 
federal-master plan to reconcile 
the missions and objectives of 
the various facilities. Similarly, 
there is a lack of a {cederal road 
plan for the arca-to ensure traf- 
fic patterns and volumes which 
will maintain the levels of. air 
and soil-quality desired to sus- 
tain BARC’s mission as a cen- 
fer for agriculture research. 

BARC sees growth pressure 
coming mostly from other fed- 
eral facilitics. Wilson -com- 


ments, “Decisions are made in 
other levels of government that 
this [BARC] is a land bank. A 
federal development project 
comes up, they need land, this 
is free land.” 


Second Update 

The 20-year master plan ts 
the second update of the origi- 
nal 1979 plan, the first update 
was in 1984. Master plans are 
created by organizations to ar- 
liculate a vision for the future 
and to provide: guidelines for 
future growth. 

As the National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission (NCPC), the 
federal planning agency respon- 
sible for reviewing all plans of 
federal agencies in the Washing- 
ton area, considers cOmments on 
this master plan it is sure to ex- 
press its own displeasure of the 
USDA Office Park facility. Of 
30-some major capital improve- 
meat projects recommended by 
federal agencies last year, this is 
the only one that they did not 
endorse, according to Wilson. 
The reason is that it is inconsts- 
tent with another major plan- 
ning tool, the plan for the Fed- 
eral Corridor, which aims to 
centralize federal administrative 
facilities in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The APB will forward their 
comments and recommendations 
about this plan to the Greenbelt 
City Council at the City Coun- 
cil Meeting on May 13. From 
there, comments will be for- 
warded to NCPC which will be 
accepting comments on the plan 
until May 30. 


Other Business 
In other business, the APB 
discussed an application for a 
building permit for Martin’s 


Crosswinds located at 7400 
Greenway Center Drive. The 
plan is a scaled-back version of 
an already approved expansion 
plan from 1989, The current 
plan proposes an addition of a 
7,600 square-foot ballroom on 
the east side of the building and 
adjacent to the existing large 
ballroom. The-applicant also 


_ plans to add 19 parking spaces 


to the west side of the building 
and add landscaping features 
along the main entryway to 
make it visually more dramatic. 
The ‘board recommended the ap- 
proval of the building site plan 
subject to conditions proposed 
by Wilson that improvements 
include foundation landscaping 
along the-east and west sides of 
the building, a sidewalk con- 
necting the main entry area with 
the north parking area, and that 
no additional signage appear in- 
cluding contractor signage dur- 
ing the course of development. 
This recommendation will go to 
council at the May 13 meeting. 

Discussion on a different 
topic brought to light displea- 
sure with the appearance of in- 
dustrial parcels along a side 
road north of Greenbelt Road 
and west of the Beltway Plaza 
shopping center. The parcels 
are outside the city so the APB 
rec6mmended that the city file 
a complaint with the county 
over the appearance of these 
areas. Wilson noted that land 
which is. zoned I-2 1s valuable 
space in this region for its use 
as location for industrial stor- 
age. 

The next meeting of the APB 
is scheduled for May 15. Inter- 
ested citizens should call the 
City Planning Department to 
confirm the date and location.

The Pageant is now inviting 
girls from ages 7 to 19 to partici- 
pate in this year’s Little Miss, Jun- 
ior Miss and Miss Greenbelt This 
year’s theme is “No Limits”. Art 
exciting group dance routine has 
been choreographed, and events 
and outings are being scheduled. 
Although successful orientations 
were held last week, there is still 
room in all three categories for 
girls ages 7-10, 11-13, and 14-19.
